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THE DUMMY BONDSMEN. 

A new phase of the bail bond racket is disclosed 
in the case of Raymond L. Stephens, an ex-convict 
charged with burglary and habitual criminality. In 
February, 1934, Judge Hartman accepted two men 
who called themselves Louis E. Sherman and Louis 
Cohen as bondsmen to sign sureties of $2500 and 

7500 for Stephens. He was admitted to bail and 
promptly disappeared. So did Messrs. Sherman and 
Cohen, whoever they may he. 

When Stephens failed to appear for trial, the lum- 
bering legal processes began to function, the bonds 
were forfeited and judgments entered against the 
two bondsmen. Meanwhile, Stephens showed up in 
Brookline, Pa., where he was held on a burglary 
charge. The Circuit Attorney sent the police out to 
find the bondsmen to get them to pay the expenses 
of returning Stephens to St. Louis. The police 
searched in vain. / 

Then the Circuit Attorney's office checked up on 
the property claimed by Sherman and Cohen, only 
to discover that one parcel of property was non- 
existent, the address being fictitious, and the other 
property listed was not owned by persons named 
Sherman or Cohen. 

The incident recalls the case of Joe Lasky, who 
signed bonds for a man charged with felony, list- 
ing property on which he held only a leasehold; it re- 
calls numerous other cases where bondsmen grossly 
exaggerated their holdings; others where forfeitures 
have been reduced to judgment, but nothing has been 
collected. 

How such a situation could be tolerated as long 
as it has been can only be explained in the light of 
other laxities in criminal procedure. The whole 
thing is a ghastly mess. In the case of bail bonds, 
Circuit Attorney Miller presented to the present Leg- 
islature a comprehensive piece of legislation which 
would make it impossible for crooked bondsmen to 
function. This bill, like others reforming criminal! 
procedure, is apparently at the mercy of the lawyer 
clique in the Legislature which is determined to block 
all efforts to put the public authorities on a basis 
of equality in the courts with the hoodlums, kidnap- 
ers, burglars and racketeers.

MAN VS. DUST STORMS. 

The recent sweeping dust storms, 

whipped more soil from Western

brown covering over regions to the east, again direct | 


emphatic attention to the devastation being wrought 
by wind erosion. The consequences are far greater 
than the disruption of traffic, damage to crops and 
physical discomfort at the storms’ points of origin, 
or the showers of dust deposited elsewhere. For the 
spring winds are depleting the West's capital by 
whirling its soil away, billions of tons at a time, 
leaving farms stripped down to unproductive strata. 

It is a process that has gone on for years, though 
less spectacularly than in 1934 and 1935, when drouth 
speeded it up. If continued, say sound authorities, 
it will reduce a great part of the plains states to the 
barren status of an American Sahara. 

Man’s work has largely prepared the way for the 
ruin now being done by nature. Semi-arid land, fit 
only for grazing, was plowed up and planted to grain. 
The process began in pioneer days, and was aggra- 
vated by high wheat prices during the World War. 

Had we been wise enough to heed the teachings 
of history, we would have seen that the Middle West- 
ern region was being prepared for the fate of Syria, 
Palestine, North Africa and parts of China. Experts, 
after study of these places, have laid down the dic- 
tum that such regions, where the rainfall is less than 
20 inches a year, should be left to livestock and not 
cultivated. The results of violating this principle 
are made clear in one sentence of the Mississippi 
Valley Committee’s recent report: “In many sections 
that have been in cultivation for only eight to 12 
years, the rich topsoil has already been largely lost 
as a result of wind erosion.” 

It is one of the major problems of our time. Water 
and wind erosion together already have removed all 
or most of the productive soil from 125,000,000 acres, 
says H. H. Bennett, director of the United States 
Soil Erosion Service. If this land is to be saved to 
posterity, if an important region is to be preserved 
for the nation’s economy, then we must extend our- 
selves. The plan for a shelter belt of trees is widely 
approved as one part of the remedy. More important 
is return of this land to grass, but it has been dif- 
ficult to find a variety that will grow readily, now 
that the roots of the natural covering, buffalo grass, 
have been destroyed.

O PRESERVE our neutrality in the 
T event of war in Europe or the Orient, 

Dr. Raymond Leslie Buell, president of 
the Foreign Policy Association, is favoring 
legislation imposing a mandatory embargo 
upon the export of munitions and prohibit- 
ing loans to all belligerents. Bernard M. Ba- 
ruch, chairman of the former War Industries 
Board, advocates withdrawal of govern- 
mental protection from nationals who enter 
the zone of hostilities. 

These recommendations raise squarely 
the question as to how far the United States 
would be prepared to surrender trading 
privileges, heretofore regarded by us as un- 
questionably legitimate, in order to safe- 
guard a proclaimed neutrality. 

Certainly, our attempts to protect Ameri- 
Can property from search and possible seiz- 
ure as contraband would be as futile as dur- 
ing the last great war, unless we were pre- 
pared to intervene actively to defend our 
alleged rights. 

On the other hand, a simple declaration 
that no attempt would be made to protect 
our citizens in “the trouble zone” would not 
of itself provide guarantees against our be- 
coming involved in disputes with the bellig- 
erents, Violent encounters, resulting in 
loss of American lives or extensive destruc- 
tion of American property on the high seas, 
for instance, would inflame public senti- 
ment and might lead to war in defiance of 
the most solemn congressional declarations. 

For such reasons, it is increasingly argued 
that the only way to insure neutrality is to 
sever all trading relations with belligerents. 
Such an uncompromising policy would en- 
counter determined domestic opposition, 
since it would entail not only a sacrifice of 
the prospective profits of war-time trading, 
but would also threaten a loss of normal 
peace-time returns. 

Furthermore, a policy that might neces- 
sitate ‘cutting off a large proportion of our 
overseas commerce at a moment's notice 
would be hard to reconcile with the current 
efforts of the State Department to expand 
foreign trade through negotiations of re- 
ciprocal tariff agreements. 


To the extent that such efforts succeed, 
orders to suspend all trading with countries 
that provide outlets for our surplus products 
would add to the hardships of domestic busi- 
ness and aggravate unemployment in export- 
ing industries, The greater the importance 
of the interests thus affected, the more ir- 
resistible would become the political pres- 
sure to modify non-intercourse policies ap- 
plied at the outbreak of a war among other 
nations. 

If the United States wishes to remain 
aloof from further possible world conflicts, 
it is necessary to consider various compli- 
cated problems that once had little, if any, 
bearing upon our neutral status. Insistence 
upon a conception of neutral rights, first 
asserted under conditions radically different 
from those that now prevail, is practically 
meaningless. Today, the export of food- 
stuffs to a belligerent may be a greater aid 
to a combatant state than shipments of 
munitions. And profits obtained by Amert- 
can farmers through sales of foodstuffs to 
countries at war may bulk larger than those 
obtained by sales of munitions. 

As a result, it has become impossible to 
draw a clear line of distinction between ex- 
ports which are and are not properly con- 
traband. Some pessimists are for that rea- 
son disposed to believe that the Unitea 
States cannot escape being involved in any 
great war of the future. Certainly our 
chances of escape are small unless we are 
prepared to develop a protective policy in 
advance of the outbreak of hostilities. 

The State Department has been studying 
the neutrality problem for almost a year, and 
will doubtless soon be prepared to make 
suggestions. As Charles Warren says, how- 
ever, in an article in the current Yale Re- 
view, “preparing the way for neutrality is 
not a matter merely for the Government or 
for the President. It is now incumbent on 
the American people to prepare themselves, 
individually, to comprehend the new condt!- 
tions of warfare and the relations of civi! 
populations to the conduct of warfare, and 
to readjust their whole point of view as to 
their own rights and acts as neutrals.”

i . activity on several inland 
waterways indicates that more barges will 
be in service during 1935 than have been 
required for several years before. 

The Army Engineers announce that the 
Missouri River is open from its mouth— 
20 miles above St. Louis—to Leavenworth. 
The latter city is 425 miles upstream, but 
the Federal barges to be put on the “Big 
Muddy” in May will not run beyond Kan- 
sas City. Those craft will ply along a 418- 
mile course between St. Louis and the con- 
fluence of the Missouri and the Kansas 
(Kaw), and will be used to build up a com- 
merce which will justify further expendi- 
ture on a six-foot channel from  Leaven- 
worth to Sioux City, Ia. 

The Federal Government. is building a 
large dam across the Missouri near Fort 
Peck, Mont. With that barrier completed 
the Missouri will afford a continuous nine. 
foot channel from its mouth to Yankton, 


: 


S. D., 870 miles upstream. The Missouri 
once was navigable for shallow-draft boats 
to Fort Benton, Mont., 1774 miles beyond 
Yankton; but railroads largely superseded 
it for traffic during the '70s. 

Major-General Thomas Q. Ashburn. who 
heads the Inland Waterways Corporation 
(War Department), lately was in Kansas 
City. He announced that the barge lines 
on the Mississippi and Illinois rivers are op- 
erating profitably. 

The Inland Waterways Corporation has 
found it unnecessary to provide transport 
on the Ohio River, which now affords a 
nine-foot channel from its head at Pitts- 
burgh to Cairo, Il. 

Inland waterways are particularly adapt- 
ed-to cheap transportation of bulky com- 
modities. Such facilities have been neglect- 
ed too long by this country, which should 


utilize to the utmost its rivers, Canals, lakes 
and bayous.

Dizzy Dean and Money. 


ANY persons apparently 
Move missed the point of the 

Dizzy Dean hearing before 
Judge Kenesaw Mountain Lan- 
dis, Commissioner of Baseball. 
Several persons have told Extra 
Innings that they thought it a 
shame that obstacles had been 
thrown in the path of Jerome 
Herman, as far as his extra-cur- 
ricular earnings were concerned. 
Nothing of the kind was done. 

Dizzy Dean is free to collect all 
the money he can get for broad- 
casting, for indorsing this, that 
and the other thing and if he 
finds that he can croon and 
somebody wants to reimburse 
him for such an offense, it will 
be all right with the Commis- 
sioner. 

Commissioner Landis did not 
summon Dean to Chicago because 
he was earning money outside 
of baseball. He called him be- 
cause of a newspaper dispatch in 
which Dizzy was quoted as saying 
that an East St. Louis business 
man had given him $5000 so he 
would sign his contract with the 
Cardinals; and that the same 
business man had paid Dizzy 
$100 in 1934 for each game he 
won. 

As a matter of fact, Dizzy did 
receive, or said he did receive 
$100 for each game he won dur- 
ing 1934. Early last season he 
stated that he was to be paid on 
that basis for making periodic 
appearances before the micro- 
phone and at the business man’s 
store. And he did enter into a 
contract calling for the payment 
to him during 1935 of $5000 for 
his radio services. 

Newsom a Good Witness. 

The Commissioner took espe- 


cial exception to the $100 a game 
arrangement. He explained that 


baseball players could not enter” 


into such agreements. Buck New- 
som, a much better witness than 
Dizzy, readily saw the point. 

“Certainly,” he told the Judge. 
“Reverse it and make it $100 for 
each defeat and it would be a 
scandal.” 

The hearing, as far as the $5000 
contract for 1935 was concerned 
might better have been held be- 
fore a lexicographer. It was 
merely a case of the use of the 
wrong word. Somebody quoted 
Dizzy as saying the business man 
paid him $5000 as a bonus for 
signing his contract. It was not 
a bonus for signing his contract. 
It was merely $5000 compensation 
for services in a radio advertising 
program. 

The business man, who accom- 
panied Dean to New York for the 
New York Writers’ dinner, un- 
doubtedly said to Dizzy at one 
time or another that he was 


prepared to pay him the $5000 
for his services on the radio pro- 
gram and that it would help to 


make his income what Dizzy 
wanted it to be. 


Dizzy Is No Vizetelly. 


HE business man, therefore, 
was agreeing to compensate 
Dizzy and contribute part of 
his income. To Dizzy income and 
salary are one and the same. He 
said the Lusiness man was paying 
part of ‘is salary. The commis- 
sioner didn’t like that. If Dizzy 
had said that the business man 
had agreed to compensate him to 
the extent of $5000 and that this 
would increase his income, he 
. would have been speaking cor- 
rectly and the Judge never would 
have bothered to hold the hear- 
ing. 

Dizzy showed at the meeting 
that he was an obliging person. 
When he had told about the $100 
a victory arrangement, whereby 
he drew down $3000 during 1934, 
the Judge broke in and asked 
him if he would promise that the 
next time anybody offered him 
such a proposition, he (Dizzy) 
would “kick them right in the 
teeth.” 

“Yes, sir,” replied Dizzy and in 
a minute or two, having grasped 
that the Judge didn’t like the 
ideas of victories being the basis 
of pay, Jerome Herman remem- 
bered that there was no such ar- 
rangement in 1934. 

“He just paid me $3000 and as 
I won 30 games that just hap- 
pened to work out at the rate of 
$100 a game,” Dizzy said, display- 
ing unexpected arithmetical pers- 
picacity. 


Judge Gave No Decision. 


HAT was all the Judge want- 
Tio do—impress Dizzy with the 

fact that it was wrong to ac- 
cept money from anybody for 
winning ball games; wrong to en- 
ter into a contract with anybody 
except his baseball employer con- 
cerning his activities on the base- 
ball field. 

Commissioner Landis did not 
“absolve” Dizzy. He told him 
he had done wrong to accept 
money on a games won basis. He 
told him he had nothing to do 
with his extra curricular earn- 
ings. He was not interested in 
any radio contracts, just so they 
didn’t provide for pay based on 
victories and defeats. 

Commissioner Landis gave no 
decision. When he had driven 
home his point, he merely said 
“that’s all.” 

No restrictions have been 
placed on Dizzy Dean's earn- 
ing power off the bal! field. But 
the commissioner doesn’t want 
anybody putting money packages 
under ball players’ pillows.

CHICAGO, April 13.—The trial 
in recess over the week-end, the 
Government prepared today to 
close its case against Frank P. Par- 
ish and three associates charged 
with mail fraud in financing the 
Missouri-Kansas Pipeline Co. 

Prosecutor Horace Hagan an- 
nounced that a list of small invest- 
ors in the company would be called 
to tell of transactions with the 
Missouri-Kansas company. Several 
witnesses already have told of in- 
vesting in pipeline stock. 

Co-defendants with Parish are 
Samuel J. Maddin, Kansas City; 
James McManmon, Tulsa, Ok., and 
Ralph Crandall, Chicago. 

Bert Bay of Kansas City, a for- 
mer vice-president of Mo-Kan and 
now general manager of the Pan- 
handle Eastern Pipeline Co., one 
of Mo-Kan’s affiliates, testified yes- 
terday that land in Clay. County, 
Missouri, leases of which Parish is 
said to have given to Panhandle 
for 10,000 shares of its stock, was 
“worth about 25 or 50 cents an 
acre.” Prosecutors contended that 
3400 of the 10,000 shares were 
turned over by Parish to Mo-Kan 
to clean up a $3,000,000 debt due 
Mo-Kan from Frank B. Parish & 
Co., Parish’s trading concern. 

Cross-examined by Dupuy War- 
rick, defense counsel, Bay answered 
the question: “Do you regard Par- 
ish as a man of ability?” with the 
words: “I regard him as a man of 
unusual sales ability.” 

Missouri-Kansas Pipeline, a $35,- 
000,000 enterprise, went into receiv- 
ership in March, 1932.

VITAMINS--The Basis 


By Mary Huddleson 
Editor, “The Journal of The 


American Dietetic Association” 
T ot chemis modern laboratories 


biology and nutrition, science 
has created for us an era where 
the importance of the “infinitesi- 
mally small” is recognized. Power- 
ful in this autocracy of the minute 
is the effect which vitamins have 
upon individual health. 

You may, in fact, liken vitamins 
to the ignition spark of your auto- 
mobile. They are dominating forces 
in the operation of life, health and 
growth. You should, however, look 
upon them as essential parts of 
food, not as an elixir vitae to be 
bought in a bottle. In other words, 
the index of your week’s food 
should include the whole alphabet 
of vitamins. 

When there is such a lack of any 
one vitamin that an_ individual 
needs a vitamin concentrate, it 
should appear on a physician’s 
prescription blank rather than on 
the household shopping list. He 
knows when toemploy such a prep- 
aration and how much effect to ex- 
pect from it. A person in normal 
health can and should get his vita- 
min supply from his food, which 
should include milk, eggs, fruit, 
vegetables and meat daily and liver 
or kidney once a week. 

More and more the modern ten- 
dency is to see and treat the hu- 
man body as a whole, Instead of 
directing treatment solely against 
a specific disease, a competent 
physician tries today to build up 
general physical well-being. Per- 
haps a single gland, as the pan- 
creas in diabetes, may profoundly 
affect the entire human organism. 
Yet a physician who treats this dis- 
ease does not consider that the 
pancreas has a separate existence. 
He directs his treatment to the 
complete body though, for the sake 
of study or of diagnosis, he may 
momentarily concentrate his atten- 
tion on a single organ or gland. 

Our own attitude about vitamins 
should resemble the _ physician’s 
toward the body. It is a mistake 
to say that any one of the vita- 
mins is a specific for warding off 
a particular disease or maintaining

A” Aids Growth 


Vitamin A has been called the 
growth-promoting vitamin, for it is 
known that children and young 
animals do not develop normally 


‘if this vitamin is restricted. Vita- 


min A may also help us to resist 
disease. A shortage of it may so 
weaken the disease-resisting power 
of the mucous membranes as great- 
ly to lessen our resistance to 
respiratory diseases. It may also 
result in a characteristic and some- 
times severe disease of the eyes; 
and other disturbances, too, are 
said to result from too little of this 
vitamin. 

The most potent sources of vita- 
min A are cod-liver and halibut- 
liver oils. In common foods we 
find that the most important and 
reliable sources are butter, cream, 
milk, cheese, egg yolk, liver and 
green and yellow vegetables. For 
example, carrots, peas and greens 
are excellent sources; yellow corn 
is superior to white; sweet potatoes 
to Irish. It should be noted that 
“green vegetables” do not mean 
spinach only. Escarole, kale and 
parsley have even higher values 
than spinach, while beet and dan- 
delion greens, turnip tops, water- 
cress and chard are about equally 
good. This vitamin is unaffected 
by heat (when food is cooked) or 
by being dried. 

There have been some fears ex- 
pressed that mineral oil as a laxa- 
tive interferes with our utilization 
of vitamin A. But a recent author- 
ity reminds us that mineral oil is 
taken usually several hours after 
meals, when much of the food has 
been digested and considerable ab- 
sorption of the nutrients has taken 
place, so that we have little reason 
for concern. 


‘“B” Brings Appetite 

Vitamin B is also essential to 
growth and has an important rela- 
tion to appetite at all ages. It pro- 
motes good muscular tone in the 
digestive tract and possibly better 
digestion and elimination. What 
the lack of it can do is startlingly 
illustrated by the former sick rate 
from beriberi among Oriental peo- 
ples. Yet beriberi, which is a form 
of neuritis, was largely abolished 
when it was found to result from 
the use of polished rice which 
made up the bulk of the Oriental 
diet. 

This is easy to understand when 
we realize that vitamin B is pres- 
ent chiefly in the germ and bran 
of cereal grains, though yeast is 
another excellent source. Ar Dr. 
Henry C. Sherman has said, if half 
the cereals and breadstuffs you use 
are of whole-grain “unskinned” 
types, and half your necessary 
calories are taken in fruits, vegé- 
tables, milk and eggs, you will get 
an ample supply of vitamin B and 
of other important nutritional fac- 
tors as well. 

Cooking the foods which contain 
this vitamin at ordinary tempera- 
tures will have little effect on it. 
Add baking soda, however, and you 


| will lose considerable of it at almost 


of chemistry, physics, medicine, 


any cooking temperature. More- 
over, vitamin B is soluble in water. 
So do not pour the vegetable cook- 
ing water or the liquid from canned 
foods down the drain. You will be 
losing valuable vitamins if you do. 
Pour it, instead, into the soup 
kettle. 


“C” Curbs Scurvy 


Vitamin C is well known and 
properly respected for its antiscor- 


butic or scurvy-preventing powers. 
Scurvy is fairly uncommon today. 
But Dr. Alfred E. Hess has said 
that much of the irritability, the 
lack of stamina and the retarded 
growth of children represents bor- 
derline states of vitamin C lack. 
There seems to be some connection 
as well between vitamin C and the 
development and health of teeth. 
Even relative shortages seem to de- 
crease resistance to infection and 
develop other evidences of such 
lack. 


It is very simple to insure suffi- 
cient vitamin C in your diet. An 
ounce of orange or grapefruit (raw 
or canned) or lemon, tomato (raw 
or canned), raw cabbage or onion, or 
about a pound of cooked cabbage 
or potato daily will keep a man 
scurvy-proof. However, it is safest 
to have a more generous allowance 
of these rich sources, among which 
strawberries, cantaloupes and ruta- 
bagas also should be named. Only 
slightly less rich are bananas, 
peaches, green peas, pineapples and 
some varieties of apple. 


In vitamin C we have the most 
easily destroyed of all vitamins. It 


is readily soluble in water, and 
therefore lost if you waste the 
fluids in the cooking pot. Exposure 


of food to the air, especially at 
higher temperatures, is destructive 
to it. Cover the kettle in which 
you cook vitamin C foods. Cover 
a container on your pantry shelf 
or in your refrigerator. Except in 
the case of acid fruits and vegeta- 
bles, most of this vitamin is lost in 
home-canning. Short cooking at 
high temperatures is less destruc- 
tive than longer cooking at lower 
temperatures. The addition of bak- 


ing soda in cooking hastens the 
vitamin loss. 


*‘D” Doubles for Sunshine 


The discovery of vitamin D, the 


“sunlight” vitamin, comes like an 
answer to the limitations of urban 
life. When man lived largely out- 
doors he was able to absorb his own 
vitamin D from the sun. Today he 
looks to the liver oils of the cod 
and the halibut, and to added egg 
yvolKs in his dietary for his vitamin 
D. Irradiated milk, bread, cereals 
and vegetables may be the further 
answer to urban demands for vita- 
mind D. 

Some reliable substitute for the 
sun’s rays must be had, if we are 
to be safeguarded from rickets in 
childhood. It is necessary in order 
that the calcium and phosphorus 
from our foods may be properly co- 
ordinated in building the body’s 
bony structure. Adults as well 
need their quota of this vitamin, 
particularly expectant and nursing 
mothers. It is found plentifully in 
egg yolk and to a less degree in 
butter, milk, clams and oysters. It 
is unaffected by heat and fairly re- 
sistant when exposed to air. 


“E” Exists in Most Foods 


Vitamin E, the “fertility” vitamin, 
may not be essential to human nu- 
trition, but in any event its wide 
distribution among foods, particu- 
larly wheat germ, lettuce and wa- 
tercress, makes it quite likely to be 
contained in ample amounts in the 
average good dietary. 


“EF” Falls Out of the List 


Some explanation should be given 
for the absence of vitamin F. As 
Gove Hambidge explains it: “Vita- 
min F got lost in the shuffle. What 


happened was that the old vitamin 
B was found to be two vitamins. 
Someone suggested that these be 
called F and G. Someone else sug- 
gested that they be called B and G 
—and B and G they are, at least in 
America. This leaves F hanging 
in midair, for the present.” 
“G" Gives Well-Being 

G is dramatically important in 
the prevention of pellagra, a dis- 
ease still to prevalent in America. 
It is also essential to growth and to 
normal nutrition at all ages. Di- 
gestive disturbances, nervous dis- 
orders, general weakness and an 
unhealthy condition of skin may 
result from lack of this vitamin. 
In addition, infectious disease may 
increase, life be shortened and the 
physical evidences of old age ap- 
pear prematurely. Thus this vita- 
min seems to be of great impor- 
tance in the promotion of a supe- 
rior nutritional condition and “bet- 
ter-than-average health and vital- 
ity.” 

If more of vitamin G is supplied 
than seems “demonstrably” neces- 
sary to support normal growth and 
prevent any obvious sign of nutri- 
tional deficiency, the body will con- 
tinue to respond with increasing 
well-being. In most American die- 
taries milk, in its various forms, 
including fresh, evaporated and 
dried, is the most important source 
of vitamin G. The richest known 
source is yeast, but glandular or- 
gans, liver and kidney are almost 
as rich. Lean meat, eggs, green 
leafy vegetables are also impor- 
tant sources. 

Heat does not readily destroy 
this vitamin. Therefore canned 
foods are about as rich as the food 
before it is canned or cooked.

Pastry Recipes 


By Gladys T. Lang 


Bund Kuchen (Ribbon Cake). 


One-half cup of butter. 

Two cups of sugar. 

Four egg yolks. 

One cup of milk. 

Three cups of flour. 

Five teaspons of baking powder. 

Four egg whites. 

One-half teaspoon of cinnamon. 

One-fourth teaspoon each of mace 
and nutmeg. 

One-third cup of seeded and cut 
up raisins. 

One-third cup of finely chopped 
figs. 

One tablespoon of molasses. 

Mix first seven ingredients in the 
order given. Bake two-thirds of 
the mixture in two layer cake pans. 
To the remainder, add spices, fruit 
and molasses and bake in a third 
layer cake pan. Put layers togeth- 
er with jelly, having the dark lay- 
er in the center. Cover all with a 
white icing. 

Cherry Cake. 

One and one-half cups of ground 
zwiebach. 

Three-fourths cup of sugar. 

Three-fourths teaspoon of cinna- 
mon. 

Six tablespoons of melted butter. 

Combine ingredients until well 
blended. Press this mixture against 
bottom and sides of a nine-inch py- 
rex baking dish to form a shell, 
one-fourth inch thick. Let chill for 
several hours, then fill shell with 
this cherry custard: 

Three-fourths cup of sour cream. 

One-half cup of sugar. 

Three whole eggs. 


Two cups of drained, fresh or 
canned cherries. 
Mix all together, pour in shell 


and bake in a moderate oven until 
the custard is firm. 
Gnochi. 
Two cups of milk. 
One large cup of white cornmeal. 
One-fourth cup of butter. 
One-fourth cup of grated cheese. 
Two eggs. 
Salt to taste. 


Cook the corn meal in the milk 
until thickened, add half of the but- 
ter and half of the cheese. When 
well heated, add the well beaten 
eggs and stir well. Pour onto a 
platter about an inch and a half 
thick and allow to cool. Grease a 
baking pan, cut the’ gnochi into 
small squares and place in_ pan, 
cover with the remaining butter 
and cheese and on top place the re- 
maining gnochi, Place in a slow 
oven to brown. 

Zwiebel Kuchen (Onion Cake). 

Three and a half to four cups of 
flour. 

One pint of milk. 

One-half cup of butter. 

One-half cup of sugar. 

Three eggs. 

One yeast cake. 

Heat the milk tepid and stir toa 
smooth batter with two and one- 
fourth cups of flour, then add the 
yeast, which has been dissolved in 
one-fourth cup of lukewarm milk. 
Mix well and place in a warm spot 
to rise. After the sponge has risen 
well, mix in the melted butter, 
sugar, the eggs and the remaining 
flour; stir the dough thoroughly. 
Spread out on a buttered pan about 
one-fourth inch thick and set to 
rise in a warm place. 

Peel six white onions, slice and 
fry until soft in butter, with two 
sour chopped apples. When the 
dough has risen, sprinkle with one- 
eighth cup of sugar and spread on 
the mixed apples and onions, about 
one-fourth inch thick, then with 
melted butter, and bake to a nice 
golden brown. (The apples may be 
omitted). 

Waffles. 


One pint of rich sour cream. 

Three egg yolks. 

One cup of cake flour. 

Three teaspoons of baking pow- 
der. 

One teaspoon of soda, dissolved 
in a little boiling water. 

Three egg whites. 

Pinch of salt. 

Combine ingredients in the order.

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Senators Wife on Washington 


By Marguerite Martyn 


ASHINGTON social life is suf- 
W fering the same growing pains 
as Washington official life, 
observes Mrs. Duncan WU. Fletcher. 
As the wife of the Senator from 
Florida who has held the same post 
for 26 years, Mrs. Fletcher has a 
long range view of changes at the 
capital. With her daughter who is 
entitled to be called Lady Ellen 
Smith-Gordon but who prefers to 
be known as plain American Mrs., 
especially since she was divorced 
from Sir Lionel Smith-Gordon, who 
was active in the formation of the 
Irish republic, Mrs, Fletcher is visit- 
ing another daughter, Mrs. Thomas 
J. Kemp at her home, 4 Tuscany 
Park. 

“It seems so quiet here I can’t 
get used to it,” said the elderly lady 
looking out over the secluded resi- 
dential place off Big Bend road. 
“None of the backfire of traffic 
and talk and excitement amidst 
which I live in Washington these 
days.” White haired, fragile, deli- 
cate but sparkling with animation 
and enthusiasms, she imparted 
something of the spirit of the 
scenes from which she has just 
come. 

“Many precedents in Washington 
social life are dropping by the way- 
side unnoticed,” she went on to say. 
“And yet many customs which are 
anachronistic are dying hard. Like 
the snuff boxes attached to the 
walls near the doors of the Capitol 
and always filled with snuff and the 
spittoons which cause so mafhy sar- 
castic remarks and which probably 
will require an act of Congress to 
remove, we cling to the long-estab- 
lished precedents and obligations 
of making calls. Wives of new 
members are expected to call first 
On the wives of older members and 
there still is the observance of rank 
and precedence in these matters. 
Ladies of the Supreme Court are at 
home on Mondays; ladies of the 
House on Tuesdays, ladies of the 
Cabinet on Wednesdays, of the Sen- 
ate on Thursdays and the Army 
and Navy on Fridays, that is, they 
are supposed to be, with the lower 
ranking calling first on the higher- 
ups. But calis become more and 
more perfunctory. You just leave 
your cards because nobody really 
is at home and with so many more 
interesting things going on, it be- 
comes more and more of an ordeal.
